ple of Milwaukee. W hat Governor Folk, of Missouri, said in 
a 
public 


speech to the effect that he regarded the calling of a grand jury a compli­ 


ment to the people of the city affected, is apparently sound logic. 
Had 


Milwaukee had no grafters, the proof of that fact that would have re­ 


sulted from its grand jury investigation would have been ample reward 


for the effort, just as conviction of dishonest men and the 
establish­ 


ment of honest conditions is a benefit. 
It is a mistake for any city to 


permit slanderous

to 
defame it. If the rumors are untrue, in­

The jury is anxious to find out what cir­ 
cumstances accounted for the firm hold the asphalt trust obtained 
in Milwaukee in the last decade. 
"The presence of Anton Felton, a 
salesman 
for 
Corcoran 
brothers, before the grand jury last week, gave rise to a rumor that 
perhaps the firm had been selling supplies to the city 
‘Con’ 
Corcoran, president 
of the council and a member of the firm, de­ 
nied this yesterday, 
and offered to show the books of the firm. 
“ ‘Felton wanted us to sell to the city when bids were asked, 
but I would not let him,’ said Corcoran. ‘I told him that he could 
buy from us and sell to the city if he desired, but that owing 
to my position in the council I would nqt allow the firm to make 
the sale.’ ” 


This is of interest in La Crosse only because it shows 
that 
the 


grand jury in Milwaukee has taken seriously infringements of the law pro­ 


hibiting city and county officials from taking part in city or 
county 


contracts; and because it shows that public officials in Milwaukee think 


it worth while to show that they have not taken part in such contracts 


if they can show it. It seems likely that no such disregard of 
the law* 
has been permitted in 
La Crosse, as under the watchful eye of the city 


attorney any contracts of that character would not have been permitted to 
be closed.
